GREEKS ADVANGE

Seven Counterattacks by 
Italians on Heights Beat- 
en Off——R.A.F. Heavily) 
Bombs Durazzo. 


ATHENS, Dec. 17 (AP).—A heavy 
Royal Air Force attack on Durazzo, 
Italy’s biggest supply base in Alba- 
hia, was reported today, as the 
Greeks claimed new gains in their 
two-pronged drive on the last 
mountain defense line guarding the 
port of Valona on the Adriatic Sea. 

The Greeks said a series of seven 
violent counter attacks by crack 
Italian reserves had failed to halt 
the advance over the snow-covered 
r--untain ranges. 

“Among other operations carried 
out by R. A. F. aircraft was an- 
other attack on Durazzo, Albania’s 
biggest port,” an official communi- 
que said. 

“During the night a successful 
raid was made, despite most unfa- 
vorable weather, bombs being ob- 
served causing large explosions in 
the dock area. 

“One large fire and a smaller 
fire were observed to have started 
when our aircraft left the tar- 
gets.” 

Cold Hampers Operations. 

Fighting today over all fronts 
was reported mostly of a local na- 
ture as a result of the continued 
cold, which made large-scale opera- 
tions almost impossible. 

The only intense actions ap- 
peared to be taking place north of 
Argirocastro in the region of Tepe- 
lini and Klisura in the southern or 
Valona sector. These operations, 
developing for more than a week, 
were described as progressing sat- 
isfactorily.

FRENCH CABINET 
SUMMONED AFTER

Vichy Chief of State Re- 
ceives Dismissed Official 
After Conferring Twice 
With Abetz — German 
Returns to Paris. 


VICHY, Dec. 17.—Pierre Laval, 
the Vichy Government’s ousted 
Vice-Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter, came back into the picture to- 
day as a conferee with Chief of 
State Marshal Petain and German 
Ambassador Otto Abetz. 

(Reports at Bern, Switzerland, 
said Laval was permitted to re- 
turn to Vichy at Abetz’s request for 
the conversation.) 


Conferences occurred throughout 
the day ,a hectic one for the Gov- 
ernment, with decisions regarded 
as important for France’s future, 
and more meetings were expected 
to be held tonight. A brief session 
of Petain’s Council of Ministers 
was held late this afternoon. 

Abetz,. Adolf Hitler’s representa- 
ive in Paris, left Vichy tonight to 
return to Paris. 

Ministers at Luncheon. 

Besides a morning conference 
with Petain, which Laval later 
joined, Abetz lunched with War 
Minister Gen. Charles Huntziger, 
Navy Minister Admiral Jean Dar-| 
lan and Secretary of te Paul 
Baudouin. Later he visited Laval 
at his home, Chateau Chateldon, 20 
miles from Vichy, and again con- 
ferred and dined with Petain. 

Streets around the Majestic 
Hotel, where Abetz was. staying, 
were closed to all except the high- 
est officials. The Majestic is 
across the street from the Hotel 
du Parc, the Government head- 
quarters, and connected with it by 
a closed canopy. 

After Abetz, followed by one au- 
tomobile of German officers, had 
driven off for an _ undisclosed 
destination, it became known that 
Petain’s council of ministers had 
convened but had adjourned 
temporarily. The German returned 
two hours later, his mission still 
unannounced. He was expected to 
see Petain or a member of his 
council before leaving for Paris, 
possibly late tonight. 

Petain and Abetz met first at 
Savigny Pavillion, the Marshal’s 
residence. 

Strict censorship was placed by 
the French Government on details 
of arrivals at Petain’s residence, 
shortly before 1 p. m. Ten min- 
utes later a French guard of honor 
took up positions. Abetz left the 
residence at 1:30 p. m. and went 
directly to the Majestic Hotel. Ob- 
servers said Petain left by another 
door, presumably for the Hotel du 
Parc, where French guards already 
had been posted. 

French Escort for Visitor, 


Abetz was escorted from his ho- 
tel to Petain’s residence by French 
army motorcyclists, followed by a 
touring car full of German offi- 
cers. The Ambassador’s guard of 
uniformed German soldiers armed 
with automatic rifles, which ac- 
companied him to his hotel last 
night when he reached Vichy, did 
not go with him today.

BECKLEY, W. Va., Dec. 17 (AP). 
—Seven bodies were removed late 
today from the mine of the Raleigh 
Coal & Coke Corporation, making 


eight known dead and five injured 
in an explosion that swept through 
the diggings. 

There was a possibility that a 
ninth body would be found. 

The body of W. M. Kirk, machin- 
ist, was recovered early in the 
afternoon. Three hours later the 
rescue crews reached seven others 
and found them all dead. 

Five men were brought out and 
sent to hospitals suffering from 
burns an hour after the explosion 
tore through the “slope” mine just 
on the outskirts of Beckley.

Hitler Rushing Construc- 
tion of Big Air Force 
for Attempt, He Asserts, 
Warning Britons Against 
Overconfidence. 


LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP).—Lord 
Beaverbrook, Minister of Aircraft 
Production, declared over the radio 
tonight that Germany “is making 
preparations for invasion of Eng- 
land before springtime—by land 
and sea, but principally by air.” 

Hitler is making an “immense 
attempt” to bring out a huge air 
force in the early months of next 
year, Lord Beaverbrook said, adding 
that there are “sure and certain 
signs” of a feverish development of 
production. 

“These vast preparations,” he 
said, “are directed at one objective 
—the invasion of Britain. 


“So we are warned. We know 
that same measure of preparation 
was carried out in Germany last 
winter; tanks and dive-bombers to 

estroy the French. The same thor- 
oughness will be employed against 
us when the time comes.” 

Lord Beaverbrook told Britons 
they were “mtich too confident” and 
added “there is no justification for 
over-confidence now.” 

“It must be acknowledged that 
Hitler is still military master of 
Europe, but not quite so much the 
master he was,” he went on. 

American planes are arriving in 
England “in an increasing flow— 
very, very many of them,” Beaver- 
brook said. 

They are very fine types of fight- 
ing planes, he added, and “some of 
them are equal to the best we pro- 
duce here.” He described the Cur- 
tiss P-40 as the equivalent of the 
British Spitfire in performance and 
speed. 

By 1942, he asserted 26,000 Ameri- 
can-built planes will have reached 
Britain. 

Regarding Britain’s own produc- 
tion, he said that in the months of 
August, September, October and No- 
vember the output was double that 
of the same period last year.

‘Known as the National Deposi- 


plan was based on the assumption, 
Grobe said, that “cashless checks,” 
theoretically backed by some $30,-

rency” in banks throughout the na- 
tion, mainly unclaimed accounts, 
would be accepted by merchants 
and thus put into circulation. 

“O’Hearn put the 30 billion dol- 
lars on the credit side of his 
ledger,” Grobe said, “and offered 
accounts of $231 to each citizen.

ROME, Dec. 17 (AP).—Italian 
torpedo-launching planes hit a 
6000-ton British cruiser with two 
torpedoes while the warship was 
shelling Bardia, on the Libyan 
coast, the Italian high command 
said today. The effect of the re- 
ported hits was not made known. 

The battle between British and 
Italian forces in the Libyan desert 
continued yesterday with undimin- 
ished fury, the high command said 
in its regular communique. 

The communique credited the 
Italian air force with striking hard 
blows at British advance forces in 
spite of bad weather.

“That or- 
der has been rescinded, and only 
AFL workmen will be employed,” 
Church asserted. 

Col. Miller last week had out- 
lined a three-point labor policy, as 
set oyt by the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral at Washington, at a confer- 
ence with Church, James Nash, 
organizer for the CIO construction 
workers, and Harry Englander, 


manager for the Fraser-Brace En- 
gineering Co. of New York, con- 
struction contractor. 

Under this policy the 5000 work- 
men-required for the construction 
were to be hired solely on the 
basis of ability and the contractor 
was to make no requirements re- 
specting union affiliations. The 
Building Trades Council immedi- 
ately went into conference, and 
Church got in touch with Keenan 
Saturday night by telephone. 

Although the union agents de- 
clined to discuss the situation for 
publication prior to today, several 
told the Post-Dispatch that their 
members would not work on the 
TNT job with CIO workmen.

Radio Repair Man on Payroll 
as Consulate Clerk, German 
Official Says. 


Alfred Schorsch, operator of a 
radio repair service from his resi- 
dence, 2611 Michigan avenue, 
claimed diplomatic immunity when 
Congressman Martin S. Dies, chair- 
man of the House committee inves- 
tigating un-American activities, 
conducted a brief inquiry in St. 
Louis Thanksgiving day, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

Four witnesses, were summoned 
for questioning by Dies, all known 
to be interested in certain types of 
German-American activity, but only 
one appeared. 

Congressman Dies, at Shreveport, 
La., last night, asserted that 
Schorsch enrolled as a consulate 
attache by long distance telephone 
after he had been summoned to 
appear before Dies last month. 

Frederick Mueller, chancellor of 
the German Consulate, told a re; 
porter that Schorsch had been -on 
the payroll since Oct. 1 as an assist- 
ant clerk. Mueller said he under- 
stood Schorsch had given up some 
of his radio business since the con- 
sulate appointment, and _. that 
Schorsch was no longer active in 
Nazi organizations, 

Schorsch, 36 years old, came here 
from Germany in 1927. He still 
is a German citizen, never having 
applied for naturalization papers. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that when he received the subpena 
from the Dies Committee he “did 
not know what to do” because the 
German Consul, Dr. Herbert Diel, 
was out of the city. When Diel 
returned, Schorsch said, he was 
instructed not to testify before the

— The 
Admiralty reported today 101,190 
tons of British, Allied and néutral 
merchant shipping were sunk dur- 
~ the week énding Dec. §. 
ineteen British vessels totaling 
86,740 tons, three Allied ships of 
12,937 tons atid one neutral ves- 
sel of 1613 tons were lost during 
the period, it said. 
An atithoritative source said “one 
bad day accotnted for a good pro- 
portion” of the losses. 
These losses fade the average 
weekly loss reported since the be- 
ginning of the war 63,192 toms, ex- 
clusive of vessels lost in the re- 
moval of troops from Dunkerque. 
The losses reported today Were 
said to have been due to subma- 
rines, mines, bombs and surface 
raiders. 

It was claimed that winter 
weather, with long nights, and the 
concentration of many British 
warships in the Mediterranean 
were favorable to attackers. 


Ship Sunk, Another Hit 300 Miles 
Off Ireland, Nazis Report. 
BERLIN, Dec. 17 (AP).~©Ger- 
man bombers were reported today 
to have scored a hit on a 2500-ton

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No-Foreign-War Committee Set 
Up With lowa Editor as Leader 


tPurpose is “To Give 
whelming Majority of Citizens Opposed 
to Involvement” in Conflict. 


Articulation to -Over- 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP). — 
Formation of the No Foreign War 
Comthittes was announced today 
by Verne Marshall, editor of the 
Cedar Rapids (Ia.) Gazette, who 
is chairman of the organization. 

The purpose of the committee, 
a statement said, is “to give ar- 
ticulation to that overwhelming 
majority of American citizens 
which is Gefinitely on record as 
opposed to our direct physical in- 
volvement in the present war...” 

At its helm, besides Marshall, 
are O. K. Armstrong, Springfield 
(Mo.) auithor, as director of organ- 
ization, and Robert A. Lancaster, 
New York investment bank associ- 
ate, as treasurer. 

In a statement issued after a 
two-day organizational meeting 
here, Marshall said: 

“For months, out in Iowa, I have 
watched the development of a psy- 
chological trend toward actual and 
physical American participation in 
this war.

SUFFER FROSTBITE

WITH THE GREEK ARMY ON 
THE NORTHERN ALBANIAN 
FRONT, Dec, 17 (AP).—Fighting 
on this front was at a virtual stand- 
still today, with soldiers of both 
sides showing the effects of three 
days of snow and falling tem pera- 
ture.

When Nazi Marshal 
Strode. Into Paquin’s 


Paris. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP). — 


-|Paquin’s celebrated salon in Paris 


was crowded, and among those fin- 
jesting the stylish coats and wraps 
was Lady Decies, American-born 


peeress. 
Suddenly, a well-upholstered man 
strode in, eyed a coat in Lady 
Decies’ hands—she was just about 
to buy it—and said: 

“lll take that coat for my wife.” 
“T didn’t argue with him,” the 


former Elizabeth Wharton Drexel 
of Philadelphia explained last night 
after her arrival on the American 
Export liner Excalibur. 

“He was Reich Marshal Her- 
mann Goering.” 

“It was a nice coat, too,” she 
sighed. “Beige with a fur collar.” 
Lady Decies said Goering now lives 
in the former French capital. 

She asserted she had seen lux- 
urious furniture being moved into 
the Palais du Luxembourg—seat 
of the French Senate since 1879— 
for the Reich Marshal. 

She said the Germans had taken 
over all the better-known hotels, 
including the Crillon, the Ritz and 
the Continental. 

Conditions in Paris, she added, 
are steadily getting worse. 

“Even if you have a hundred 
cards (ration cards),” she said, “it 
is almost impossible to buy soap or 
olive oil, and you can purchase 
only one pair of shoes and one dress 
a year.” 

German invaders “have pillaged 
the whole of occupied France” and 
are requisitioning foodstuffs even

CIO Leader Cites Landis 
Hearing in Reply to J. 
Edgar Hoover's Report 
to Jackson. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Dec. 17 
(AP).—J. Edgar Hoover, director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, says Attorney-General Rob- 
ert Jackson probably will call pub- 
lic hearings on an FBI report which 
Hoover declares “confirms” that 
Harry Bridges, West Coast labor 
leader, is a Communist. 

In an interview yesterday, Hoov- 
er said the report, filed by the FBI 
with Jackson recently, “confirms 
that Bridges is a Communist and 
that the Communist party advo- 
cates overthrow of the 
States Government.” 

At San Francisco last night, 
Bridges referred to a hearing a year 
ago at Angel Island, presided over 
by Dean James Landis of the Har- 
vard Law School. Landis found 
that Bridges was not a Communist 
and found no ground for deporta- 
tion to Bridges’ native Australia. 

The new evidence Hoover has 
secured we know to be _ faked,” 
Bridges said. “It was secured by 
bribery and intimidation. Hoover 
says ‘Yes,’ Landis says ‘No.’ Com- 
pare the records and the methods 
of the two and any honest man 
will know who is telling the truth.” 

Bridges, head of the CIO long- 
shoremen’s unions on the Pacific 
Coast, left by plane for Washing- 
ton. His office said there was no 
connection between the trip and 
Hoover’s statement. 

Hoover is on vacation here. He 
declined to divulge the exact na- 
ture of evidence he said the report 
contained. 

Jackson ordered an investigation 
of Bridges Aug. 24. It was begun 
immediately under personal direc- 
tion of Hoover, who'.was then on 
the West Coast. Jackson Nov. 28 


jannounced the FBI had made a 


2500-page report and said it would 
be studied by Justice Department 
officials to determine whether in- 
stitution of deportation proceedings 
is warranted.

Railroad to Purchase Diesel Switch- 
ing Locomotives and Box 
and Coal Cars. 

Expenditure of $4,804,050 for new 
equipment in 1941 for the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad and four subsid- 
iary lines, consisting mostly of 
Diesel switching locomotives and 
box and coal cars, was authorized 
by United States District Judge 
George H. Moore yesterday on ap- 
plication of Trustee Guy A. Thomp- 
son. 

Equipment will include two 1000- 
horsepower and five 600-horsepow- 
er Diesel locomotives, to cost $482,- 
10 light Diesel locomotives, 
$335,900; 1200 50-ton hopper-type 
coal. cars, $3,060,000; 70 70-ton hop- 
per cars, $262,500, and 100 50-ton 
box cars, $520,000. 

None of the Diesels is intended 
for use in St. Louis. Fourteen of 
the railroad’s 21 local switch en- 
gines are Diesels, operating on a 
24-hour basis, three are oil-burning 
steam locomotives, operating on an 
eight-hour basis and four are coal- 
burning steam locomotives, 
operating on an eight-hour basis. 
The coal-burners, using smokeless 
Arkansas fuel, operate in industrial 
areas where use of Diesel engines 
would prove uneconomical, it was 
said at the railroad offices.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP),.— 


The electoral college’ yesterday |Sumed 
voted President Roosevelt a third 
term—a rotitine bit of business at- 
tended, however, by some confusion 
and misspelling of candidate names. 
The electors met in the various 
state capitals and, guided by cus- 
tom and the votes of 49,818,905 citi- 
zens, cast 449 ballots for Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and 82 for Wendell 
L. Willkie. 


The official canvass of the pop- 
ular vote on Nov. 5 was completed 
yesterday by the last two states— 
Rhode Island and Nebraska—and 
the resultant national total gave 
Roosevelt 27,245,422 and Willkie 22,- 
333,801. 

Some electors in the balloting 
failed to show up and substitutes 
had to be hustled in at the last 
moment. Colorado’s six electors 
cast their ballots, went to lunch, 
then remembered none had taken 
the oath. 

Officials ruled they could be 
sworn in later. 

The 23 electors of Texas, casting 
their votes for Roogevelt, adopted 
a resolution declaring the electoral 
system obsolete and urging Con- 
gress to initiate a constitutional 
amendment abolishing it. 

Roosevelt almost received one of 
Michigan’s 19 votes, which went to 
Willkie. An elector voted for the 
President, then explained it was 
an error and that “I’m a Willkie 
man.” They tried it again and 
Willkie got the 19 ballots. 

In Missouri a substitute voted 
in place of an elector who with- 
drew in protest against a third 
term. Ed. L. Abington, Poplar 
Bluff, was the man who resigned. 
Earl Ward, a State Capitol employe 
from Poplar Bluff, was drafted to 
take his place. 

Indiana’s 14 electors, all Repub- 
licans, gathered and voted. Gov. 
M. Clifford Townsend examined the 
ballots and announced _ that al- 
though Willkie’s name was mis- 
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whom the votes were cast. 

Storm kept some electors away 
in a few Midwest states, but fect ¢ 
tutes were appointed. Here and 
there about the country, individual 
electors failed to show up. 

In New York, Roosevelt’s legal 
hdme, the electors balloted for the 
President, then voted to donate 
their traveling expenses—about 
$1200, which is furnished by the 
State—to the Warm Springs Foun- 
dation in Georgia, sponsored by 
Roosevelt.

Boston Battler’s Left Eye 1s Closed When Handlers 
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Decide to End Hostilities — Bomber Drops Rival 
for No Count in the First Round. 


BOSTON, Dec. 17 (AP)—Heavyweight Champion Joe Louis ‘ap- 


peared convinced that idleness breeds nothing but rustiness as he 


prepared today to undertake the long series of monthly title defenses 
mapped out for him for the remainder of the indoor boxing, season. 


The Brown Bomber, just back 
from the fourth lengthy vacation 
he has given himself since he 
gained his title from Jimmy Brad- 
dock in 1937, renewed his fistic 
operations against the much 
emaller Al McCoy of Boston last 
night before a 13,334 crowd at the 
Boston Garden. 

It took the iron-fisted champion, 
who had a weight advantage of 
more than 21 pounds, five rounds 
to damage McCoy, an overstuffed 
light-heavyweight, to the point 
where the challenger’s handlers de- 
cided he had taken enough punish- 
ment. 

McCoy balked at first, for his 
only noticeable injury was a closed 
left eye, but finally was prevailed 
upon to ignore the bell that sound- 
ed for the sixth round, thereby giv- 
ing Louis a technical knockout ver- 


dict. 
Sunday Punch Fails. 


During most of the action, Mc- 
Coy’s shifty style prevented the 
stalking Louis from doing much 
damage with his deadly right. 
Twice during the abbreviated en- 
gagement, originally listed for 15 
rounds, the champion, who weighed 
202% to McCoy’s 180%, did land 
his famed right fist in bone-crush- 
ing fashion. 

Both of those blows were decid- 
edly effective. The first one, in 
the opening round, gave McCoy a 
severe shaking up and the other, 
unleashed in the fifth, put the 
challenger’s left optic out of com- 
mission for the time being. 

In between times, the courageous 
McCoy, who hasn’t been counted 
out once during his long career, 
bobbed, weaved and _ side-stepped 
with much skill to escape Louis’ 
devastating punishment and land- 
ed a few rights on his own ac- 
count. 

“It was a lousy fight,” Louis 
said shortly after McCoy’s handlers 
refused to permit him to come out 
for the sixth round. “I must have 
looked just as bad out there to- 
night as I did on my first visit 
to Boston back in 1933.” 


At that time, Louis was an ama- 
teur battling out of Detroit and, 
while he was making his first bow 
to the Boston boxing public, he suf- 
fered the humiliating experience of 
getting knocked down seven times 
by Max Marek of Chicago in a 
national junior boxing tournament 
semifinal match. ‘ 

“That McCoy gave me plenty of 
trouble with his bobbing and weav- 
ing,” Louis continued. “He moved 
around so much that I had trouble 
landing my right. Then I had 
to try to left jab him and I know 
I missed plenty of those blows, as 
anyone would after a long absence. 
McCoy may not be able to punch, 
but he sure can make you look 
bad.” 


Outside of his injured eye, Mc- 
Coy escaped without a scratch and 
he boasted 
traveled the full distance without 
any great effort. “If I hadn't been 
half-blinded,” McCoy said, “I could 
have lasted through all 15 rounds.” 

Although the gross gate receipts 
were $46,980, making it the second 
most successful promotion in Bos- 
ton's boxing history, it was far 
below the expectation of Promoter 
Rip Valenti, who had high hopes 
of a $65,000 sellout. 

As far as last night's fight was 
concerned, it was Louis almost ex- 
clusively. McCoy was game and 
did all he could, but he just was 
shy on “zing” in his fists. 

McCoy Down in First. 
He reddened Joe’s nose with 
straight left hands several times, 
and in the fourth and fifth pitched 
desperate right hand shots that 
whistled around Louis’ ears. A 
couple landed, and one—in the 
fifth—nailed Joe so hard on the 
chin that he blinked like a fellow 
just waking up from a nap. 
Otherwise, Louis was the whole 
show. He stalked the backing, cir- 
cling McCoy throughout and 
banged away. He drove three 
club-like rights to the ribs in the 
first that put McCoy down on one 
knee, but Al was up without a 
count. In the third, he drew blood 
from Al’s nose and started work- 
ing on the left eye. 

He raised a small “mouse” un- 
der the eye in that round, puffed it 
some more with right hands in the 
fourth, and had it closed in the 
fifth so tightly it resembled the 
penny slot in a chewing gum ma- 
chine. 

Al was tired and bruised as he 
returned to his corner at the end 
of the fifth. He sat down on his 
chair and his handlers tried to 
work him into shape to continue. 
It was no go, however, and he 
patted his eye and rubbed his “tum- 
my” as his seconds informed Refe- 
ree Johnny Martin that McCoy was 
all through,

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 17. — 
The Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment rifled today that the death of 
a State Representative-elect, after 
the Nov. 5 general election and be- 
fore qualifying for the post, did 
not create a vacancy in the office, 
and that the incumbent, who did 
not seek re-election, would hold 
over until the next general elec- 
tion in 1942. 

Under this opinion no actual va- 
cancy in the office of State Rep- 
resentative from Reynolds County 
was created by the death of Hadley 


Representative-elect, following the 
election. Under the same ruling 
Representative M. M. Jamison, 
Democrat, of Lesterville, who was 
not a candidate for re-election, 
would continue in office as Rey- 
nolds County Representative, until 
the 1942 election. 

The opinion, written by Assistant 
Attorney-General W. J. Burke, 
turned largely on the fact .“Hack- 
worth had not qualified for the of- 
fice and could not do so until the 
Legislature convenes on Jan. 8. 
Burke held that under the circum- 
stances a vacancy was not created, 
under the law, and that the incum- 
bent would continue in office, un- 
der a provision that an incumbent 
remains in office until his succes- 
sor is elected ana qualifies. 

Had Hackworth’s death occurred 
after he had qualified, a legal va- 
cancy would have been created, 
Burke held, and could be filled by 
a special election called by the 
Governor. 

Gov. Lioyd C. Stark recently 
called a special election in Reyn- 
olds County, to elect a successor 
to Hackworth, but withdrew the 
call after a question was raised as 
to the call being legal.

Not Quite Accurate.

So far as can be ascer- 
tained, .however, he visited no air- 
craft factories. In hig case, it is 
felt, he wrote his article from his 
own technical knowledge plus bits 
of information garnered from other 
American aviation journals. 
When this question was first 
brought into the open, a few days 
ago, it was suggested that Ameri- 
can experts who had been given ex- 
traordinary facilities in Britain, 
had violated confidences on their 
return home.

Assails Idea Helping 
Britain Win Peace 
Will Ease U.. S. 
Need for Defense.

T is astonishing to find in my 

mail and to hear in talk—most re- 

cently here among leading indus- 
trialists at the convention of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers—a sort of half-formed opin- 
ion that if we can keep out of war; 
either by aiding Britain to preserve 
its empire by some sort of accept- 
able peace or by aiding it to do 
much more, we can avoid the con- 
tinuing necessity and burden of 
maintaining an army and navy in- 
vincible in every area in which our 
national safety is or may be en- 
dangered. 


That is a cruel illusion. We have 
slept too long on our rusting arms. 
Force and not good faith is the rule 
in the world today. It is only real- 
istic for us to recognize that. With 
its resources reasonably organized 
and mobilized for war, this is the 
strongest nation on earth. Stronger 
than any probable combination of 
other nations. 


Considering its strategic position 
behind two oceans, it can become 
impregnable in this hemisphere. 
But it can do so only if it is and 
remains so organized and mobil- 
ized. It can do so only if it con- 
fines its defense to the areas in 
which its strategic territorial ad- 
vantage exists. 


At this war-dance stage of world 
conflict, as in any war, leaders on 
both sides say their only war aims 
and the only basis of peace is the 
complete destruction and subjuga- 
tion of its enemy. In the present 
balance of power that is most un- 
likely, Hitler, with the military 
equipment of all Europe accumu- 
lated in many countries through 
years of re-armament in his hands 
and his heel on the necks of all the 
fighting peoples, is little likely to 
be completely dislodged on land in 
Europe without a vast internal up- 
heaval, which now seems unlikely. 


Yet Hitler, with little distant na- 
val strength and many strategical 
and territorial handicaps, is little 
likely completely to destroy either 
the British navy or the Empire. 


Suppose this is wrong. Suppose 
a peace of complete conquest, sub- 
jugation and revenge were imposed 
upon either side as it was at Ver- 
sailles or a century earlier at Vi-

XCEPT for the sale of 20 Jap- 

anese airplanes to Thailand, 

which slightly improved its re- 
lations with that country, Japan 
so far has failed to score a single 
important gain in the vigorous 
diplomatic offensive it,has be@qn 
waging in all directions since the 
conclusion of the Axis alliance 
nearly three months ago. LEspe- 
cially disappointing to the Japa- 
nese have been the obstacles en- 
countered in negotiations with Rus- 
sia—despite help and encourage- 
ment from Berlin. 


During a two-week visit to Toky6, 
just concluded, I learned on good 
authority that Moscow is demand- 
ing a severe price for the pact of 
amity so earnestly desired by the 
Japanese. Ambassador Yoshitsuga 
Tategawa went to Moscow in Oc- 
tober with the highest hopes for 
rapprochement between Russia and 
Japan. These hopes were further 
stimulated by the cordial reception 
accorded the Ambassador’s arrival 
in the Soviet capital. 


Terms Are Hard. 


The Soviet Foreign Office told 
him effusively that Russia would 
most assuredly be delighted to ef- 
fect an improvement in Russian- 
Japanese relations, but that, nat- 
urally, Stalin would expect a suit- 
able quid pro quo, 

But when the hard-bargaining 
Russians made known their terms, 
Japanese illusions of a quick, easy 
settlement were promptly shat- 
tered. 

Responsible Japanese inform me 
that the basic Soviet demands are 
these: 

1. Transfer to Russia of valuable 
fishing concessions held by Japan 
along the coast of Eastern Siberia. 

2. Return to Russia of the Jap- 
anese oil concession in the Soviet 
half of the Island of Sakhalien. 


It is doubtful if the Soviets could 
have suggested anything more dif- 
ficult of Japanese acceptance than 
these. The Japanese prize their 
salmon fishing grounds as an es- 


sential source of food and foreign 
And, though Sakhalien 
produces only a fraction of Japan's 
oil requirements, it is more im- 
portant than ever in the face of 
the threat of a complete American 
oil embargo. 


Oil Output Reduced. 


Until recently, the Japanese had 
been obtaining about 300,000 tons 
of oil annually from the Sakhalien 
concession, but Soviet obstruction- 
ism has reduced the output great- 
ly within the past year. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Japanese had hoped 
one of the fruits of their negotia- 
tions with Russia would be the 
withdrawal of Soviet pressure on 
these concessions, which long have 
been a bone of contention between 
the two countries. They are con- 
fident that, if given a free hand 
in the northern Sakhalien field, 
they could boost production to 1,- 
000,000 tons annually, which would 
greatly help to meet the challenge 
of the American embargo, 


Japanese with whom I talked 
said that, despite her great desire 
for Soviet friendship, Japan would 
be most unlikely to consider the re- 
linquishment of either, or both, of 
these concessions unless driven to 
it by involvement in the European 
war or by some dangerous move 
into the South Pacific. 


Hitherto, it is reported, the Sov- 
iets have declined even to discuss 
any suggestion for change in the 
Russian policy toward China. 


Hope for Berlin Pressure. 


The Japanese admit the Russian- 
Japanese picture is far from en- 
couraging, but many of them be- 
lieve continued negotiation and 
stronger pressure on Moscow from 
Berlin may yet bring modification 
of the Soviet attitude and an ulti- 
mate Russian-Japanese agreement. 


Despite official Japanese silence, 
L_understand that the sale of 20 
Japanese airplanes to Thailand was 
concluded recently as a direct con- 
sequence of the halting of Ameri- 
can sales to that country. Thai- 
landers resent what they call 
American sentimentality in con-

Air Power Is Chang- 
ing Navies and 
Forcing Younger} 
Minds to Top. |

OUNG men are fighting the 
war. The demand for younger 
commanders of the various and 

sundry fighting units—air, land and: 
sea — is becoming more insistent 
every day. In a war of stagnation 
in the trenches—and that’s where 
World War I left off—old men and 
their mental tempo fared quite well, 
But in this war, machinery is 
sweeping through the skies to at- 
tack enemy objectives such as 
stretches of water, forts, huge 
ground armies, artillery and fleets. 
The tempo of strategy and tactics 
demands the mobility of young and 
vigorous minds. 

The British have been aware of 
this for quite a while. They have 
been seeking younger Generals and 
younger air leaders, and boasting: 
(rightly) when they make a selec- 
tion of a new leader who is juniof 
in years to his predecessor. The 
latest development along this line 
is the appointment of Vice Admiral 
John (Jack) Tovey, 55 years old, to 
the post of Commander-in-Chief, re- 
placing 60-year-old Sir Charles 
Forbes. 

Other Significant Angles. 

The promotion of Tovey, a de 
stroyer man, is a significant one 
from any number of angles. The 
type of machinery a man has been 
associated with for any length of 
time leaves its tempo imprint on his 
mental habits. The destroyer sea- 
man is essentially a hit-and-run 
strategist. His vessel is thin-hulled 
and cannot withstand any amount 
of real gunfire pounding. It is fast 
and highly maneuverable. Its guns 
are light and effective only at com- 
paratively short ranges, and then 
only against similarly light-armored 
craft. It is the greatest hazard of 
the submarine. Loaded with depth 
charges and possessed of the abil- 
ity to get around in a hurry, there’s 
nothing, except the airplane, more 
dreaded by the submarine comman- 
der. 

It’s the British destroyers that 
are carrying the burden of convoy- 
ing the vitally essential supply of 
munitions.

“Planes, Pilots, Ships, Convoys, Cash.” 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WOULD like to remind the isolation- 

ists and anti-interventionists, includ- 
ing mothers among them, who envisage 
hosts of our youth strewing the battle- 
fields of Europe in case we enter the war, 
that more Americans are killed and 
maimed in automobile accidents in one 
year than were killed or wounded dur- 
ing the 18 months we were in the first 
World War. 
’ Yet we hear of no crusade against the 
automobile, no mothers’ alliance against 
it, with some such slogan as “Away with 
it,” and no pledges on their part to set 
the good example by refusing either to 
own or ride in a car. 

Besides, England is not asking us for 
an army. What she wants, as absolutely 
necessary if she is to win, are munitions, 
planes, pilots, ships, convoys and cash. 

Why cannot we GIVE her these as our 
contribution to the war she is waging, 
primarily, it is true, to save herself, but 
incidentally for us and for the democratic 
ideals of which both of us are now the 
sole exponents and which the - totali- 
tarian Powers have determined to 
erush? 

This need not be accompanied by a dec- 
laration of war. Hitler has made that 
little formality obsolete, and if he should 
retaliate by declaring war on us (which 
he probably would be very careful not to 
do) what could he do? 

By ‘the isolationists’ own count, he 
couldn’t get over to us, though they fail 
to add the proviso, “as long as the British 
navy rules the Atlantic.” 

The only danger to American lives 
would be in the case of the sailors and 
marines manning the convoys, and the 
airplane pilots, all of whom are practical- 
ly volunteers. 

In spite of the neutrality law, hundreds 
of young Americans ‘are sneaking over 
into Canada to train and serve as pilots 
in the English forces. 

. And after all, what are we really doing 
to “help,” to “aid” England? Both words 
connote assistance without remureration | 
or. self-interest. o

to balance the regular budget—perhaps in the next 
fiscal year—because of increased revenues accom- 
panying the betterment of business conditions. 

That may or may not be wishful thinking, but 
quite aside from this thought of budget-balancing, 
the idea of two sets of books has much merit. A 
separate defense budget would keep our military 
outlays cledrly before Congress and the people. 

Some check on ‘hasty and wasteful spending is an 
absolute necessity. Congress already has appropriat- 
ed 15 billions of dollars for defense. It did so almost 
without a word of debate and certainly without any 
real knowledge of the sums that our armed forces 
might profitably utilize within a reasonable time. 

Latest estimates from Washington indicate that 
our defense bill for the next five years will be at 
least 35 billion dollars. If we must pay that much, 
or more, for security, well and good. But let us 
have at least the assurance that the money is being 
wisely appropriated and wisely applied. The rising 
cost of defense, dramatically set forth in a special 
budget, should be a very effective device for caus- 
ing Congress to act with deliberation—not to with- 
hold needed funds, but to be sure that they really 
are needed. 

Such a budget, obviously, will show all of us the 
increase in the national debt due to the rearmament 
effort. And it should impress us with the painful 
necessity of devising. some way of liquidating that 
debt. The President is properly concerned with this 
problem. Every taxpayer should share his concern. 
Pay-as-you-go may be out of the question now, but 
the load cannot be thoughtlessly passed on to poster- 
ity. There is no intention here to discuss how it may 
be met. We want merely to emphasize that any de- 
vice that keeps the necessity concretely before us is 
almost automatically a good thing. 

If it is actually sound to Sanction a higher debt 
limit only for defense purposes, this would eliminate 
temptations to extravagant non-military spending on 
the theory that pork is likely to go unnoticed when 
most minds are preoccupied with guns. Under the 
proposed plan, there would not only be the psycho- 
logical deterrent of a public expectation of reduced 
“normal” spending, but also the very definite prohi- 
bition of non-military spending in excess of the 
present debt limit. 

This very practical consideration, together with 
the equally practical proposal of collecting defense 
taxes to defray defense costs, is the best recommen- 
dation for the proposed double budget. However, if 
it did no more than keep separately before us the 
normal cost of conducting the Government and the 
extraordinary emergency defense charges, it would 
deserve careful consideration. 

Segregating the defense debt, it is true, will not 
directly lighten its burden. An IOU is an IOU, and

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THE NEW RIVER DECISION. 

The power of the Federal Government over water- 
ways is’ established on a much broader basis now 
that the United States Supreme Court has upheld the 
Federal Power Commission in its requirement of a 
standard license for the Appalachian Electric Co.’s 
dam and power project on the New River in Virginia. 

Im the famous Ashwander case, in which the TVA 
project came before the Supreme Court four years 
ago, the right of Congress to regulate navigation on 
the streams was employed by Chief Justice Hughes 
to justify the transmission and sale of excess en- 
ergy generated at Wilson Dam, a defense project, 
in competition with private power. But the issue 
was narrowly confined by both the lower courts and 
the Supreme Court; Chief Justice Hughes expressly 
did not declare the TVA to be constitutional in all 
its works. 

In yesterday’s 6-to-2 decision—Justices Roberts and 
McReynolds dissented and the Chief Justfte did not 
participate—the court obviously went far beyond the 
stand it took in the TVA case. Characterizing the 
Appalachian Power Co. as meaning by navigation 
“no more than operation of boats and improvement 
of the waterway itself,” Justice Reed presented a 
much more inclusive definition for the Supreme 
Court. To quote from his majority opinion: 

In truth, the authority of the United States is 
the regulation of commerce on its waters. Navi- 
gability, in the sense just stated, is but a part 
of this whole. Flood protection, watershed de- 
velopment, recovery of the cost of improvements 
through utilization of power are likewise parts 
of commerce control. 

If such words as “watershed development” and 
“recovery of the cost of improvements through util- 
ization of power” do not provide a constitutional basis 
for the general TVA program in the eyes of the pres- 
ent Supreme Court, they go a long way toward 
achieving that basis. Certainly the relatively nar- 
row bounds of the Ashwander decision have been 
broken. 
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IN MEMORY OF JOSEPH R. GROOM. 

Soon after 11 o’clock tomorrow morning, a group 
will gather in the City Hall corridor, near the Twelfth 
boulevard entrance. It will include municipal offi- 
cials and newspaper men. They will be there to 
unveil a bronze tablet in memory of Joseph R. 
Groom, who died last February after having “cov- 
ered” the City Hall for more than 25 years. 

Not often does the journalistic expression, “cov- 
ered,” have thé precise application that it had in 
connection with Groom’s work as a reporter of the 
city government, its operation and its personages. 
Fair and accurate from the start, Joe Groom came 
in time to have both a knowledge of details and a 
perspective which made him probably the best-in- 
formed man in his field. Officials who might resent 
the journalistic searchlight never lost their respect 
and admiration for Joe Groom. 

His death at the age of 51 was a loss to St. Louis 
as well as the Post-Dispatch. Friends in the munici- 
pal departments and on the three newspapers, who 
are placing the tablet in his memory, recognize mod-

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SOME DOGHOUSE!

panies, with assets of 28 billion dollars, was 
$130,000,000, or about two-thirds of 1 per 
cent of the average amount of assets ex-

No business lives continuously as much 
in a glass house and rightly so as does the 
life insurance business, supervised by 48 
states and the District of Columbia. 

Your generalizations are not worthy of 
an institution whose platform promises al- 
ways to fight injustice. It would seem that 
that would necessitate an ever-ready desire 
to be just yourself in what you present. 

About 90 per cent of the business, as you 
most likely know, is conducted by mutual 
life insurance: companies and as such is 
owned by the policyholders of these com- 
panies. Incidentally, in 150 years there 
has never been one failure of an old line 
mutual company and no policyholder or 
beneficiary has ever lost one cent. What

Already L’Aiglon has been taken to the side 
of his father, the first Napoleon. 

Perhaps there was never another boy so unhappy, 
while,the symbol of so many causes, as this son of 
Maria-Louisa. Perhaps it was an ill omen that he 
was born in the Tuileries. That was in 1812, before 
the march into Russia, and the red, wrinkled, howl- 
ing infant was hailed as the sure guarantee of the 
Napoleonic dynasty. Like the heirs of the Holy 
Roman Emperors, he was called the King of Rome. 

Three years later, the baby was a virtual prisoner 
in an Austrian palace. In spite of all efforts, the 
child was not returned to France even during the 
Hundred Days.

‘Philadelphia Story’ at Ameri- 
can Theater, Ideal Creation — 
for Talented -Actress.

Katharine Hepburn’s tailor-made 
comedy, “The Philadelphia Story,” 
which has been her garment in the 
theater for nearly two years now 
and is within a few months of the 
rag-bag, -was placed on exhibition 
last night at the American Theater, 
with Miss Hepburn in it, of course. 

As might be expected or has been 
heard, it fits perfectly and sets off 
every native gift and acquired skill 
of the young star, known far and 


wide as one of the “Little Women” 
of the cinema. Designed for her by 
Philip Barry, it is, or has been, at 
least, a stunning creation. 

Miss Hepburn is fully restored 
to eminence in the theater and 
shines through the comedy with a 
glow that makes. her a luminary 
of the first order. Old men call 
her “lovable,” elderly women 
“sweet,” young men gasp and gulp 
and young women, I suspect, hate. 
“The Philadelphia Story” has, in 
shorter phrase, oomph, and stacks 
of it. 

It isn’t Miss Hepburn’s ward- 
robe that is such a knockout, al- 
though some of her slacks and 
gowns are worth copying; it isn’t 
any particular scene that impresses 
itself on the memory, although 
this time she really runs the 
gamut from A to Z and.ampersand. 
It seems to be her personal radi- 
ance that makes “The Philadelphia 
Story” worth while. The finely 
drawn features, the. bonny brow, 
the auburn hair in long bob, the 
gossamer way the lovely creature 
floats about the stage. 

That isn’t to say Miss Hepburn’s 
performance isn’t first-rate. It is 
and few persons would question 
the statement that hers is one of 
the most intelligent and at the 
same time sensitive natures in the 
theater. 

She has cast away that flat gab- 
ble which characterized so many of 
her pictures and made her such 
easy prey for imitators, for bold, 
tomboyish swearing.

to produce. And he also revealed, 
at least in part, how sadly the pro- 
gram has failed to attain its ob- 
jectives to date. 

In fact, Knudsen’s speech was a 
brief summary of the same situa- 
tion he described to the President 
in an important memorandum on 
reorganization of the defense setup. 
The memorandum, composed by 
Knudsen in the form of a letter, 
after a long talk with the Presi- 
dent at the White House, asked 
that authority and responsibility for 
defense production be clearly fixed. 
This is, of course, the vital pre- 
requisite of putting defense produc- 
tion on a “war basis,” as he has 
publicly said we must do. All men- 
tion of it was omitted from his 
speech because he believes that 
statements on such matters “must 
come from the head, not the help.” 


Need fér Action. 


NDEED, although nothing has 

happened since his memorandum 

was submitted a good many 
weeks ago, and although several of 
his colleagues have urged him to 
return to the charge, he has not 
brought up the matter again with 
the President. Yet the delicacy of 
Knudsen’s management of his re- 
lationship with his chief by no 
means diminishes the urgent need 
for action on his memorandum’s 
recommendations. 

The objectives which the defense 
program has failed to obtain are 
three-fold. Procedurally, it has not 
passed out of the contract-letting 
stage, since only 85 per cent of the 
defense contracts have been let.

Boston College Anthropologist 
Lectures Here on 3-Year 
Excavation in Syria. 


After

three years of digging in 
graveyards.and dump heaps of 
historic Syria, the Rev. Joseph 
Doherty, S. J., head of Boston 
College an 


expedition 
to Syria, is back in America with 
evidence which leads him to place 
the origin of modern man at about 
30,000 B. C. He lectured on his 
finds this morning at St. Louis 
University. 
Father Doherty found a_ well- 
preserved skull and the petrified 
skeleton of a 7 or 8 year old 
child 34 feet down an excavated 
site which had been continuously 
occupied for more than 50,000 
years. He described it to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter as “prob- 
ably the earliest example we have 
of a really modern face.” It has 
the rounded characteristics of the 
modern face, he said, and lacks the 
underslung jaw, receding forehead 
and massive eye-sockets of its ape- 
like Neanderthal forebears. 
The age of the child when it 
died can be told by its teeth, Father 
Doherty explained. Its anthropo- 
logical age is established by the 
contemporary stone-age tools and 
weapons found on the same layer 
of the site. 
The site which Father Doherty, 
two other scholars and 44 native 
workers excavated for three years is 
at the bottom of a cliff in the val- 
ley of Antelias, six miles from 
Beirut in the modern Republic of 
Lebanon, Syria. Successive ages of 
men left their refuse, broken im- 
plements and the _ superficially 
buried dead in their front ‘yards 
until they built up the settlement, 
layer by layer, to 65 feet above 
the site originally settled. 
Animal skeletons on the site in- 
dicate ‘a neolithic diet made 
largely of. snails, with gazelles, 
fallow deer, wild boar and an oc- 
casional bear for variety. 
The anthropologists dug up close 
to 2,000,000 specimens, Father Do- 
herty said, keeping only one-third 
of them for the laborious examina- 
tion and classification that gives 
them scientific meaning. They 
also excavated at nearby Byblos, 
a site occupied since 3500 B. C., 
successively by AssyNans, Egyp- 
tions, Greeks, Romans, Persians, 
Saracens and Crusaders, all of 
whom left the marks of their cul- 
tures. The country is now bare of 
the Biblical “cedars of Lebanon,” 
stripped during the Turkish occu- 
pation. 
Father Doherty left Syria at the 
end of June and returned to this 
country through the Indian Ocean 
and the Pacific. He met Gen. 
Weygand just before the latter left 
Syria, where he was commanding 
the French Middle Eastern army. 
Weygand was interested in the ex- 
cavation, Father Doherty said, and 
had made arrangements to see the

work when he was suddenly called 
to France to take command of the 
French army. 

Father Doherty is staying here 
with the Rev. Claude Heithaus, 
S. J., assistant professor of clas- 
sical archeology at St. Louis Uni- 
versity. Father Heithaus was in 
Syria on the St. Louis University 
archeological expedition until last 
February, and they frequently met 
there. When he leaves here Father 
Doherty will return to Boston Col- 
lege.

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Surgery Used 
In Treatment 


Of Deaf Cases

HEORETICALLY, we can hear 
T either sound waves that im- 

pinge on the ear drum and are 
carried to the nerve of hearing, or 
when they are conducted by way 
of the bones of the skull to the 
nerve of hearing. Practically, in 
daily life, the second form of hear- 
ing is not of importance, although 
it is brought into play in chronic 
deafness and forms 
the action of several of the best 
known hearing aids. 

For efficient hearing the sound 
Waves must reach the ear drum 
and it must be elastic enough to 
vibrate. Its vibrations must be 
transmitted to the little bones of 
the middle ear and these must be 
movable so that their vibration is 
transmitted to the organ of hear- 
ing and the auditory nerve must be 
intact so that the sensation is 
transmitted to the brain. In order 
to keep the little bones of the 
middle ear pliable there must be 
an air space in the middle ear that 
is connected with the outer world 
so it can contract and expand with 
the vibrations of the drum; this is 
preserved by the Eustachian tube 
which goes from the middle ear to 
the throat. When this is stopped 
up, as by adenoids in children, a 
certain amount of deafness re- 
sults. The stuffiness and partial 
d-afness that you have after an 
airplane ride are due to the alti- 
tude forcing the air out of the 
middle ear and closure of the Eus- 
tachian tube. 

Extensive destruction of the 
bones of the middle ear and pus 
formation can occur without deaf- 
ness. This is the common ear 
disease of childhood but does not 
often result in hearing defect. But 
when those little bones get fixed 
it results in the chronic progres- 
sive deafness of b scaer iy age. 


THE BONES are tiny little os- 
sicles, one shaped exactly like a 
stirrup, one like a hammer and 
one like an anvil. In chronic deaf- 
ness they become fixed to the 
bones around the ear drum and 
no longer have the wide range of 
motion they once had. This re- 
sults in lack of transmission of 
sound waves from the ear drum to 
ths nerve. It is preceded by head 
noises, called “tinnitus,” which are 
probably due to the movement of 
the dry bones against the ear 
drum, This tinnitus and roaring 
annoy the victim in the’ earlv 
stages even more than the deaf- 
ness. 

This form of deafness was con- 
sidered almost entirely hopeless up 
to a few years ago. Hearing aids 
that depended on switching the 
conduction from air conduction to 
bone conduction have been im- 
proved somewhat but they are by 
no means perfect. But within the 
past five years this form of deaf- 
ness has been approached from 
the surgical standpoint and with a 
considerable amount of success. 
Several operations are at present 
performed and it would be tedious 
to attempt to describe them. Suf- 
fice it to say that after follow- 
ing a number of cases for sev- 
eral years, I find a conservative 
report which states that in 60 per 
cent of cases there has been 
marked improvement in hearing. 
In all cases there is some improve- 
ment, and this method of approach 
to an age-old problem seems to 
effer some hope for the future. 
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Individual Christmas Fruit Cakes 
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INDIVIDUAL FRUIT CAKES IN CANDIED GRAPEFRUIT SHELLS. 


F you have no containers and 

can't afford to buy them, don’t 

let that stop you from making 
individual fruit cakes for .Christmas 
gifts. The nicest kind of “baking 
dish” is an edible one made from 
the half-shells of the family’s 
breakfast grapefruit. Just remove 
the membranes and candy the 
shells; then fill them with your 
fruit cake mixture and proceed 
just as if they were ovenware 
glass. Another convenient and 
very inexpensive type of mold is 
made from small tin cans: baking 
powder tins, or No, 2 fruit or 
vegetable cans with the tops re- 
moved smoothly by a roll-type can 
opener. Candied cherries, almonds, 
pineapple and angelica, with a good 
glaze, will make these little fruit 
cakes festive. . 


Candied Grapefruit Shells. 

Four whole grapefruit, three 
quarts water, six tablespoons salt, 
12 cups sugar and six cups water. 
Cut grapefruit in«“halves and re- 
move pulp, with membranes. Cover 
with the three quarts water in 
which the salt has been dissolved, 
and let stand 24 hours. Pour off 
salt water, cover with fresh cold 
water, and bring to a boil. Pour 
off this water, cover with more 
fresh cold water, and again bring 
to boil; repeat untilewater has been 
changed six times and grapefruit 
is no longer bitter or salty. In 
last water, simmer for one hour, 
until shells are soft. Drain and 
remove enough of the white part 
cf the rind to make the shells not 
more than three-eighths inch thick. 
Boil sugar and the six cups water 
together until it reaches 238 de- 
grees (soft ball stage), keeping 
kettle covered first five minutes to 
dissolve all sugar. Place grape- 
fruit shells’ in the boiling syrup and 
simmer for 20 minutes, until fruit 
is transparent and well glazed. Let 
cool in the syrup for 12 hours, 


To bake fruit cake in the candied 
grapefruit shells, fill them full of 
the fruit cake batter, heaping up 
slightly. Wrap a strip of unglazed 
paper around the edge to hold shell 
in shape and prevent cooking over, 
and tie with twine. Place on 
trivets in a covered roaster con- 
taining a little water; cover and

PARIS FOR NEW YORK,

NEW YORK, Dec. 16. 


HERE’S no denying that the 
T designers who plied their trade 

unsung in New York and other 
American cities before the Nazi 
forces took control of Paris have 
lassoed in a brilliant way their 
golden opportunity, but we have to 
admit that the American women 
still like a French flavor—be it of 
fashion or of wine. 


Give them a name which smacks 
of Paris, place. them in an. at- 
mosphere which reminds them of 
the old world in its heyday, speak 
a few French phrases in their 
ears and their pocketbooks open 
and their eyes widen at the sight 
of every gown or wrap revealed to 
them by fleeting, sylphlike manne- 
quins. 


Many changes have taken place 
in the American fashion scene dur- 
ing the last half of this year. It 
hasn’t been more than three months 
since the first collections designed 
by American dressmakers were pre- 
sented here in a series of formal 
showings patterned after those held 
regularly in the past by the great 
couturiers of France. This first 
unfolding of American fashions 
made certain fashion history even 
though the designers had little 
time to do justice to their challenge 
or their art. Those were big days 
for New York and for the United 
States, but since then a good many 
things have happened to give little 
old New York a “face lifting.” 


Noteworthy among the changes 
which a visitor with a nose for fash- 
ion news sees in New York is the 
French flavor. You get it in the 
hotels and smart restaurants where 
French is spoken at the tables 
almost as much as English. You 
get it in the shops where smartly 
dressed customers try to make 
themselves understood by the East 
Side salesgirls. You get it in the 
clubs, in the theaters and you get 
it most at No. 6 East Fifty-seventh 
street, where Mainbocher, noted 
American-born member of the for- 
mer French couture, has transplant- 
ed a choice bit of the Parisian fash- 
ion world. Recognized as one of 
the 10 outstanding couturiers of 
the French style center he is the 
first of these to transfer his busi- 
ness to America. 


Limousine after limousine pauses 
in front of the simple, square plac- 
ard heralding “Mainbocher” to dis- 
charge the best-dressed women of 
the world. Lady Charles Mendl, 
Doris Duke Cromwell, Mrs. Hunt- 
ington Astor, Mrs. Cole Porter and 
many others whose names are sig- 
nificant in fashion circles not only 
attended his recent opening, but 
returned for consultations and for 
fittings. Only the Duchess of 
Windsor (perhaps his most famous 
client) has been missing but it is 
known that certain of his newest

Within the Mainbocher establish- 
ment, there is a setting sufficiently 
reminiscent of the Paris couture to 
give old customers a feeling of be- 
ing “at home” among Parisian 
fashions and hew customers a thrill 
of belonging to a special, interna- 
tional clientele. The salons are 
done in brown and white, the ef- 
fect being that of simple elegance. 
The leaf motif which this designer 
has used consistently as a decora- 
tive theme for his creations. ap- 
pears as a feature of the setting. 
Long doors of gleaming tin that 
looks like sheens of silver lead to 
the fitting rooms which are done in 
varying tones of green and rose. 


Twice daily, a parade of manne- 
quins moves through the salons 
and in and out of the fitting rooms, 
while customers and prospective 
customers sit with memo pads jot- 
ting down the numbers of costumes 
they wish to consider.

ARTICLE TWELVE. 
AVING dealt with the opportu- 
H nities and rewards of the en- 
listed man, it is only fair, as 
this series on the army comes to 
a close, that the officers have at 
least a brief inning. 

The compensation of an officer is 
likely to be a puzzler for‘a layman, 
as it is an accumulation of three 
items—base pay, refital and subsist- 
ence. Annual base pay rates, in 
which length of service is involved, 
are as follows for the respective 
grades: Second Lieutenant, $1500- 
$2000; First Lieutenant, $1500-$2400; 
Captain, $2000-$3000; Major, $2400- 
$3500; Lieutenant-Colonel, $3000- 


General, $6000; 
$8000; General of the Armies, $13,- 
500. 


Rental allowances range from $40 
& month for an unmarried Second 
Lieutenant to $120 for officers 
above the grade of Captain and in- 
cluding Major Generals. There are 
minimum and maximum allowances, 
depending on the size of the offi- 
cer’s family. The same is true of 
the monthly subsistence allowances, 
which vary from $18 to $54. While 
the minimum rental allowance for a 
Colonel is double that for a new 
Second Lieutenant, the minimum 
subsistence ficure. $18 a month, is 
unchanged through the grades. 
The commanding General of the 
Army receives neither rental nor 
subsistence, being forced to take 
care of himself and his dependents 
on his $13,500 salary. 

An important item of expense for 
an army officer is clothing and 
equipment. Thomas Kelland, New 
York World-Telegram staff writer, 
in a recent article compiled a bill 
of $3119 for a complete outfit for

Care of the Hair 


VEN the best hairdressers will 
E tell you that there is no cer- 

tainty how hair will react to 
a permanent wave. Your head 
might be one of those exceptions 
which comes out from the waving 
process in a dry, fizz—it can hap- 
pen to anyone! But fortunately 
such a mishap may be righted 
through proper treatment. 

Oil, and more oil, is the remedy 
for hair that is too dry and frizzy. 
At least once a week apply hot 
olive oil to your scalp with ab- 
sorbent cotton by parting the hair 
systematically. Then take some of 
the heated oil in each palm and 
rub the frizzed ends with both 
hands. Tie up your hair in a cap, 
or wear a loose shower cap, to al- 
low the oil to soak the hair over 
night. 

The next morning you should 
rinse your h€ad in cold water be- 
fore soaping. Then draw a basin 
of quite hot water and shampoo 
your head with a liquid soap. Rinse 
it with clear warm water and re- 
peat the soapings three times. 
After the last soaping, rinse your 
hair Very thoroughly. 

You will find that after even 
three soapings a little of the olive 
oil clings to your hair—which is 
good. Brush your hair dry in the 
sunshine if possible (with a clean 
brush), and allow three or four 
hours to elapse before you set 
your hair or go to the hairdresser 
to have it set. Then give it a 
second good brushing and massage 
the scalp with your finger tips to 
encourage the natural oil to flow. 

It is imperative that you do not 
use a prepared shampoo that is too 
astringent or too stripping. If you 
are in doubt about which to use, 
buy a bar of the best castile soap, 
shave it into a quart jar with a 
screw cap and melt it with hot 
wa‘er. This should serve you for 
at least six thorough shampoos. 

If you feel you need some dress- 
ing for your hair, when you set it, 


experiment with one of those 
pomade hair creams which may be 
applied when the hair is wet, or 
brushed onto dry hair after it has 
been set. I suggest that you have 
your hair set with water only and 
the day after apply a little of 
pomade hair dressing by brushing 
it on. Take a minimum amount 
of the cream on a finger tip and 
rub it over the bristles of your 
brush. Then brush your hair. Just 
a very little bit should be suffi- 
cient to add a gloss to your hair 
and to make it appear less dry. 

If you have not the time for the 
treatment suggested above, you 
should resort to one of the recon- 
ditioning oils, which may be ap- 
plied heated to the scalp and hair, 
and then steamed by a machine 
for 10 or 15 minutes while you are 
in the salon. 


This steaming is followed by a 
shampoo, and if you are a wise 
beauty you will take time to dry 
your hair thoroughly after the 
shampoo, and get a good 10-minute 
brushing before having your hair 
set with water. It is surprising 
how this truly does add to the 
luster and beauty of your hair and 
even the busiest of women can

South’s leap from two to six 
hearts was not nearly as flashy or 
“wild” as many readers may con- 
sider it. South reasoned, and with 
logic, that any sort of sound free 
raise on North’s part virtually guar- 
anteed a good play for a slam. As 
a matter of fact, North’s free raise 
was distinctly weak, and the slam 
contract resulting from it was far 
from ideal. 

If West had been slightly clair- 
voyant and had opened a club; de- 
clarer would have had no chance 
whatsoever. Even on the badly se- 
lected trump opening, the chances 
were none too good. Declarer won 
in his own hand with the ace, and 
laid down the spade queen in order 
to establish the king for the discard 
of a club. West won with the ace, 
and then presented declarer with 
an opportunity where none really 
existed. He returned the jack of 
spades, on the theory that dummy’s 
king always would be good. As it 
happened, this return presented de- 
clarer with a vital entry to the dum- 
my, but he did not recognize it as 
such. He discarded his losing club, 
and then, instead of taking the un- 
avoidable diamond finesse while he 
still was in the dummy, he laid 
down the heart queen, After that, 
even though the adverse hearts 
broke 2-2 and the diamond king was 
“on side,” the contract was hopeless. 
Dummy now was down to two low 
trumps. A successful finesse to 
the diamond jack meant virtually 
nothing because East still had the
